THE ERNE. FISHERY: 


ATTORNEY:GENERAL 
ALLOWED TO APPEAL. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF ; 
FITZGIBBON AND MA. JUSTIOE Cl 
_ MURNAGHAN,) 

The hearing was concluded of the applica- 
tion made on behalf of the Attorney-General 
Íor leave to appeal from a judgment .and 
order of Mr. Justice Johnston, in favour of 
the plaintiffs, in the case of Moore and 
others against the Attorney-General and 
others. The plaintiffs, Major R. J. Moore, 
The Cliff, Hellveheauns, and other members 
of the Erne Fishery Company, sought a 
declaration that they were entitled to a 
several fishery in the tidal waters of the 
River Erne, from the Falls of Asseroe, at 
Ballyshannon, to the sea. The defendants, 
including a number of local fishermen, denied 
that the plaintiffs were entitled to the de- 
claration which Mr. Justice Johnston made. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., and Mr, E. J. Kelly 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) ‘ap-. 
peared for the Attorney-General in support 
of the application; and ‘Mr. Jellett, KC; 
Mr. Overend, K.C.; Mr. Phelps; K.C., and 
Mr. Newett (instructed by Mr. R. H. Reid) 
for the plaintiffs in opposition to it. 

THE PUBLIC INTEREST. 

Concluding his reply to the arguments of 
counsel for the plaintifis, Mr. Lavery pointed 
out that the Attorney-General had come to 
the conclusion, from what he had heard at 
the tral, and the respectful and legal manner 
adopted by the defendants in the assertion 
of a public right, that the legal points raised 
in the case should be fully considered and 
discussed in the interest of the public. 
Surely, he added, the Attorney-General was 
entitled to take the course which he had 
adopted, having regard to the case which the 
defendants had made in the matter. 

Having dealt with the authorities referred 
to on the. other side, and cited some cases 
in favour of the appeal, and of the exten- 
sion of time for appealing under special 
circumstances, counsel submitted that 
they all made the present position 
of the Attorney-General perfectly clear. 
He submitted that, notwithstanding the pro- 
Visions of Order 58, Rule 15, special 
grounds existed in this case, and special 
leave should b> given to the Attorney- 
General to appeal. 

In the reply to the Chief Justice and Mr. 
Justice FitzGibbon, he said that it was 
perfectly obvious that the wish and intention 
of the ‘“‘ special defendants ” (the defendant 
fishermen) and the Attorney-General were 
that the Supreme Court should consider and 
determine the legal issues raised in this case. 
On behalf of the Attorney-General, he now 
asked the Court to allow him to have the 
appeal in this case proceeded with, because 
he beheved that a legal claim had been made 
which-was worthy of the consideration of that 
Court,

A TENANT’S GRAZING 
RIGHTS: , 


(BEFORE JUDGE GLEESON.) 

Peter Reilly, farmer, Glassamucky Brakes, 
near Tallaght, ne Dublin, suit an 
injunction against Thomas Leuric Cobbe, of 
Newbridge House, Donabate, a minor, to 
restrain him, his servants and agents, from 
interfering with the lands held by the 
plaintiff at Glassamucky Brakes nd 
Glenasmole Mountain, and from working 
quarries and pits r.cently, opened pp the 
mountain, and from opening further quarries 
and pits thereon. 

“The “defence was that, if any pits were 
opened, which was denied, they were not 
opéned in any part of the mountain over 
which the plaintiff had any right. of 
grazing, <A. further defence was that, if 
the quarries or pits were opened, they were 
opened by the County Council in the exercise 
of their statutory powers, that the defendant 
was under no liability in respect thereof, and 
that the pits did not interfere with the 
plaintiff's right of grazing. 

COWS AND SHEEP INJURED. 

The plaintiff, in evidence, stated that le 
had been tenant of a farm of twenty acrcs 
for many years, and that he had the right 
of grazing on the adjoming mountain. = In 
March, 1926, he noticed the first interference 
with the mountain at a distance of about ten 
yards from the public road. Twelve pits 
were opened, some of them being twenty 
feet deep. Sand and stone were being 
taken out of them. Three cows and ten 
sheep of his were injured by having fallen 
into the pits. Besides, he found it difficult 
to- collect his sheep and cattle, because they 
sheltered in the pits. By reason of the open- 
ing of the pits, the road by which he drew 
his turf was so damaged that: his horses and 
carts were injured to the extent of £50. He 
claimed altogether £150. There were about 
seventy tenants who had the right of grazing 
on the mountain. 

Matthew Kearns, game-keeper and bog. 
manager for the Cobbe estate since 1888, 
said that there were only five pits that were 
any way dangerous to Keilly’s cattle. There 
had been no change in the condition of the 
mountain with regard to pits for seventy 
years. The pits had been worked for many 
years for the repairs of the roads. 

Mr, P. H, Hirst, Assistant’ Surveyor under 
the Dublin County Council, stated that he 
had followed the practice.of his predecessors 
in taking free stone and gravel from the pits 
for the repair of the roads. The pits he 
described as little pockets, which were no 
more dangerous than the crevices in the 
mountain. The County Council had statutory 
powers to take the material, 

QUESTION OF COMPENSATION. 

The judge said that there had been actual 
intérference with the rights of the plaintiff. 
Sandpits had been dug, and continued in five 
different places on a portion of the land on 
which he had the right to graze sheep and 
cows, and these pits constituted a danger to 
the cattle. He made a declaration that the 
plaintiff was entitled to exercise his grazing 
rights over the area to the extent of six and 
a half collops; also that the defendant was 
entitled to raise sand and gravel on this 
particular portion of the mountain on making 
reasonable compensation to the plaintiff for 
any losses that he might suffer by defendant’s 
so doing. His lordship gave the plaintiff a 
decree for the nominal ‘sum of one guinea. 
There was, he said, no need to make an in- 
junction.

200-YEAR-OLD WILL. 

The summons had been taken out, said Mr. 
Jellett, for the purpose of obtaining his lord- 
ship’s decision on certain questions that had 
arisen in connection with the administration 
of a fund that originally came from the 
bounty of Archbishop Boulter, who made his 
will as far back as. 1729, and the questions 
that arose largely depended on the construc- 
tion of two old Irish statutes. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—This is the cele- 
brate® Archbishop Boulter, Archbishop of 
Armagh? 

Mr. Jellett—Yes. bis 

Referring to the will, Mr. Jellett said that 
the late Archbishop Boulter made provision, 
in a general residuary clause, for augmenting 
poor living and buying glebes. The adminis- 
tration of this fund passed first to the Com- 
missioners of First Fruits ; secondly, to the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners, under the 
Statute of William IV.; and finally, to the 
Representative Charch Body, after the pass- 
ing of the Church Act. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—So that under the 
Church Act the Representative Church Body 
are the_trustees of the fund? 

Mr. Jgliett—They are the trustees. 

NTS UNDER DIFFERENT 
STATUTES. 

Under the Chiarch Act, continued Mr. 
Jellett, a sum of £500, was provided as 
compensation for all private endowments, and 
one had to substantiate one’s claim against 
that £500,000 within a specified time—before 
the 1st July, 1872. A large number of claims 
had been substantiated before that date, but 
a sum of £19,000 remained, against which no 
claim had been substantiated before the spec'- 
fied date, and that £19,000 was dealt with 
subsequently in certain statutes of the 
General Synod. 

Examining the Statutes of George II. and 
George 111; referred to, and comparing their 
provisions with those of William IV., Mr. 
Jellett said that, so far as the construction 
6f the Statutes of George were concerned, 
there was no conflict about the first question, 
which simply. meant were these grants, 
assuming the grants to be made, liable to 
cessor itt the event of the limit of £60 being 
exceeded. The parties were agreed, he 
thought, that under the Statute of Gvorge 
there was a cessor if the limit were exceeded. 
It would be argued, he continued, that grants 
which were made under the Statute of 
William, where the limit was £200, were 
liable to cessor just as much as the grants 
made under the ‘Statute of George; and the 
contrary would also be argued. 

DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 

Mr. Justice Johnston asked how 
questions arose now

that the Representative 
Church Body had had a Legal Committee all 
along, and, so far as he could understand, 
prior to 1878 the Legal Committee appeared 
to be of opinion “that liability to cessor 
attached to these grants. In 1884 the opinion 
of the Legal Committee was taken, with the 
result that a document (which he read) was 
adopted as ‘the views of the Representative 
Church Body from that time until the present. 
The question was raised again about a year 
ago, and the matter was referred to 
the present Legal Committee, who had 
reported that the views of the 
former Legal Committee were all wrong. 
Accordingly, there was a difference of opimon 
in the presentative Church Body with 
reference to the matter, and the only way in 
which the matter could be solyed was by 
coming to his lordship, because the Legal 
Committee of one day said one thing, while 
the existing Legal Committee said the very 
opposite, and it was not very easy for the 
NRS Church Body to know what 
to do.

Mr. Justice Johnston—Are you satisfied 
that all these questions, as framed, when

cerned. At first the Attorney-General had 
served notice of appeal only on the question 
of costs; and now he sought to have that 
notice enlarged and his time for servic’ ex- 
tended, so that he might appeal on the ques- 
tion of public right. 

The Attorney-General, it “appeared, .. was 
quite willing that the burden of the fight 
should be borne by the ‘‘ special defendants ’ 
all through, as he was anxious to avoid put- 
ting himself in the position in which he would 
have to bear any share of the very large 
amount of costs of thes® proceedings. Conse- 
quently he was not loth to allow the “ special 
defendants ” at the trial of the action to play 
first fiddle on the principal issues in the case; 
and he now wished to take on himself the 
burden of appealing on that issue. in which 
he alone was the competent appellant. 

A GENERAL APPEAL. 

It was well established that the Court did 
not enc urage the reopening of matters which 
had been settled, and upon which vested 
rights had become established and. settled ; 
but that was not quite the position here. 
The application for an extension of time had 
been made, a « it seemed to him that it was 
a matter for the discretion of the Court 
whether it would, or would not, allow an 
ex‘ensicn of time in a particular case. 

He would : ot in this case be prepared to 
do anything to facilitate any elaborate 
finessing for the purpose of throwing the 
costs upon the ‘‘special defendants,’ who 
were all poor men. He would not be pre- 
pared to give an extension of time to the 
Attorney-General if his object was merely 
for the purpose of covering the appeal of 
the ‘‘ special defendants,’’ without regard to 
whether the Attorney-General himself had 
any confidence in an appeal which would 
cost them nothing. 

The Court had been assured, however, that 
the Attorney-General wished, in the interests 
of the public, to fight this case, and it seemed 
to him, in these circumstances, that it would 
be a very grave step for the Court to 
shut out the whole public from asserting 
their rights. So far as he was concerned, 
he felt that their discretion should be 
« creised, and that the Attorney-General 
should be allowed to enlarge his notice of 
appeal so as to include a general appeal, but 
only .upon an undertaking by him that he 
should pay the costs of the plaintiffs and of 
the “special defendants’? on the motion 
for security for costs, the motion on the 
preliminary objection raised in the Court, 
ana on the present motion. 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL TO PAY COSTS. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon dissenting, re- 
ferred to the fact that this had been described 
as a test case, saying that he knew of no 
g. id upon which it could be so described. 
It seemed to him to be litigation inter partes, 
and nothing else, and he was of opinion that 
sufficient reasons had not been submitted to 
justify the Court in granting the motion.

ITS VANISHING 
GLORIES. | 
AN INTERESTING 
ANNIVERSARY. 
— 
(By R. R. FIGGIS.) 


T is interesting to note, as ' Quidnunc”’ 
points out in ' The Irishman’s Diary ’’ 
for May 2st, that during this month 
‘exactly sixteen hund ears ago, 
Constantine the Great founded the great 
capital of the Turkish Empire,” In the 
course of these long centuries many 
—— have doubtless taken place in the 
city, but, perhaps, none so drastic as those 
which have come to pass during the last 
decade, and are evident even to the casual 
eye of a passing traveller. 

Since the days when voyagers first 
began to record their impressions, the 
beauty of Constantinople has been pro- 
verbial, and, indeed, still remains some- 
thing of very rare significance, so long 
as the city is seen from a distance. 
Certainly I shall not soon forget the morn- 
ing on which I stood on board ship, as it 
glided up the calm waters of Marmora, 
and beheld the domes and minarets of 
Constantinople, touched here and there to 
gold by the new-risen sun, and piercing 
the morning mists that shrouded the water 
and the lower parts of the town. 

As our ship entered the Bosphorus and 
finally came to berth in the Golden Horn, 
the illusion tha’ we were viewing an 
enchanted city, that might at any moment 
“ dissolve and fade away, gradually 
gave place to the conviction that distance 
indeed lends enchantment to the view. 
Indeed, when we landed and drove 
through the streets, and over the famous 
Galata Bridge that separates Stamboul, 
the old part of the city, from Pera, its 
more fashionable modern quarter, our first 
impressions were, Í am sorry to say, com- 
pletely shattered. At close quarters Con- 
stantinople looks much like any other 
rather shabby seaport town, and European 
clothes definitely do not suit its inhabi- 
tants, Wherever you go, whether to 
mosques, palaces or merely through the 
streets, the same dilapidation is evident. 
It becomes difficult .* believe that this 
place, and the fairy-like town it appears 
from the sea, are really one and the same. 


THE BOSPHORUS. 


While at Constantinople, no one should 
miss a trip up the Bosphorus in one of 
the little steamers that sail between the 
Golden Horn and the entrance to the 
Black Sea. On the afternoon when I made 
this poe Ee the boat was eacessively 
crowded, and the day bitterly cold after 
the sunny delights of the Aegean, to which 
we had become accustomed. We were 
placed in the dilemma of either risking 
double pneumonia on the uncovered deck, 
or being suffocated in the unpleasantest 
atmosphere tliat it has ever been my lot 
to breathe, which prevaded the closed 
portion of the ship, However, despite 
these drawbacks, we greatly enjoyed the 
spectacle of the country and the rather 
attractive villages that abound on either 
side of the Channel. 

In many ways I was reminded of the 
trip down the Rhine between Mainz and 
Coblenz, although the hills were not so high 
or so richly wooded. The villages, except 
for occasional minarets, might almost have 
been German or Swiss, with their wooden, 
chfilet-like houses, As we turned back in 
the direction of Constantinople the sun 
came out, and under the magic of its rays 
unsuspected colour and charm sprang to 
life in the hills and in the suddenly blue 
waters of the Straits. I quickly realised 
how delightful this stretch of water must 
be under normal conditions. 
there is one spot on the Bosphorus, at 
Roumeli Hissar, that is fraught with 
historic interest; for it is associated with 
such varied names as those of Xenophon, 
Darius, Heraclius and Sultan Mohammed 
Il., whose campaign caused the eventual 
fall of the Roman Empire. 

In Constantinople itself the visitor turns 
his steps at the outset to the mosque of S. 
Sophia. This building is really extra- 
ordinarily beautiful—incomparably , more 
so, I thought, than its neighbour, the 
famous Blue or “China” mosque of 
Sultan Ahmet. The marvellous symmetry 
and proportion of ite architecture seemed 
to me a miracle of wonder, with its 
enormous dome surmounting the entire 
building and its innumerable arches en- 
crusted with dull-gold mosaics. In one 
spot in the dome a curved mark is pointed 
out which is the only relic of the days 
when 8, Sophia was the wonder-church of 
Christendom. This is said to be a portion 
of the halo that at one time was behind 
the head of the figure of Christ, which 
was completely obliterated when the build- 
ing was converted into a mosque. 


THE BLUE MOSQUE. 


. It is said that, when the plans for the 
Blue Mosque were first divulged, a storm 
of protest was raised by the Moslem world 
because it was discovered that the Sultan 
proposed to erect a .uilding with six 
minarets, an honour which could only be 
permitted at Mecca. The Sultan remained 
adamant, and the work was continued 
according to the original design. He, how- 
ever, wisely discovered a solution to the 
problem by adding a seventh minaret to 
the mosque at Mecca, In both these, as, 
indeed, in all the mosques that we visited, 
I was much struck by the neglected, ill- 
cared appearance which they presented, 

‘Of course, every visitor must see the 
ancient walls of the town, :“d the Roman 
Hippodrome, with its Egyptian obelisk 
ae famous Delphic “ serpent column.’ 
It was in this place that the well-known 
horses now at 8S. Mark’s, Venice, once 
stood, after they had been brought thither 
by Constantime from the Arch of Trajan 
at Rome. One should also make a point 
of seeing the marvellous underground 
cisterns, constructed out of ‘the solid 
rock, with] the roof supported by 
several hundred stone pillars, with 
carved Corinthian capitals. --These 
cisterns are said to have existed from 
very early times, and to have supplied 
the city with water during the many sieges 
through which it has passed. | 


THE SERAGLIO. 


No visit to Constantinople can be com- 
lete which does not include at least some 
ours in the Seraglio; for therein is 

emshrined a phase of Turkish life that has 
for ever departed. Do not be surprised 
to find the. Seraglio a very extensive 
establishment; for you must take into con- 
sideration the fact that it was here that. 
the Sultans housed not only their wives, 
but their wives’ relatives. In this place, 
in addition to the many archeological 
treasures in the Imperial museum, you 
will see in other buildings the most 
astonishing collections of Oriental and 
French china, together with glass, silver 
and gold ware; magn brocades, and 
the furniture and cl of many 
Negenine ong mi! that which made oe 
rub one’s eyes ts sumptuousness, 

seemed almost to rival the splendours of 
Tutankhaman, himself, was the collection 
of jewels. Here were displayed swords, 
spears, reve amd daggers with their. 
hilts ene with . d dressing~ 
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| Daly’s Club. 


Few Dublin institutions of the 
eighteenth century have survived so well 
in the popular traditions as Daly’s Club. 
All sorts of stories are told concerning 
the doings of the reckless, roystering, 
gambling set that frequented it, but most 
of these stories must be taken with the 
proverbial grain of salt, Of their nature 
exclusive, the really important and most 
interesting happenings in clubs, old or 
new, seldom reach the public. A cheat 
at the card table may have been 
occasionally flung through a window of 
Daly’s on to the street in College Green, 
and an estate may have once or twice 
changed hands in the course of a night's 
play, but it is hardly likely that such 
incidents were a regular feature in the 
life of a club that had on its roll nearly 
all the Members of the Houses of 
Parliament. Patrick Daly, who founded 
the club, was criginally an assistant in a 
tavern. An industrious man, he started 
““on his own ” a coffee and chocolate shop 
at Nos, 2 and 3 Dame street, and con- 
ducted it so successfully that it became 
the rendezvous of Dublin’s fashionable 
folk, Thus develo “ Daly's Club.” 
The new premises in College Green (now 
the offices of the Yorkshire Insurance 
Company) were erected, and occupied by 
the club in 1791. A _ private passage 
connected Daly’s with the Parliament 
House, and one may suppose that legis- 
lators, weary of dry debates, were often 
glad to seek repose in the more social 
atmosphere of Daly’s. A good description 
of the club is given by Lever in his 
“ Knight of Gwynne.”’ 


Homes Without Flowers. 


During a recent visit to the beautifully- 
wooded lake country near Mullingar, 1 
was much struck with the bare and un- 
homely external appearance of the 
dwellings occupied by small farmers, 
among whom large estates have been 
divided.

Ducks and Cais.

Finding them too difficult to control, 
however, she led them back to what was 
evidently their nest among the reeds—a 
hollow, overhung by reeds—and set out 
by herself. The last I saw of her was a 
wave of her angry tail as the ranger 
chased her across the path with his stick. 
The kittens apparently found the heat 
too much for them : for they immediately 
went to sleep, lulled by the sound of the 
neighbouring waterfall. 


A Popular Biologist. 


Jean Louis Agassiz, the foremost 
authority on natural history and geology 
of his day, was born at Métiers, near 
Lake Neyfchatel, on May 28th, 1807. 
While a student, he was invited to 
arrange a collection of fresh-water fish 
from Brazil. This was followed by an 
extensive investigation of European fishes, 
in which he studied the fossil fishes. pre- 
served in the rocks, as well as the living 
species. 

During his first visit to England, he 
met Hugh Miller, the Scotch stone- 
mason geologist, and, by his appréciation 
of his work, helped to Bg arise that 
unfortunate genius. e wisited the 
United Stats in 1846 to deliver a series 
of lectures at Boston, and.in the follow- 
ing year accepted the chair of zodlogy and 
geology at Harvard University, where he 
founded the great Natural History 
Museum, which bears his name. 

Agassiz never revisited his native 
Switzerland, and, when he. died at ‘Cam- 
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was a copy of his “Ciel et Terre,’ 
bound in the beautiful shoulders of an 
Italian countess. 

She made the bequest to him through 
the doctor who attended her during her 
last illness, with the request that he 
would’ thus bind the first copy of his first 
book to be published after her death.

The countess had seen a copy of 
Eugene Sue’s ‘‘Mysteries of Paris,” 
which was bound in the skin of the girl 
who loved the novelist, and this gave her 
the idea of making her strange bequest.

Another Shell House 
dog, Mona, who also fell a victim to 
poison, is buried near him,

Readers of 
Sir Hall Caine’s books will remember 
that the hero of “ The Deemster’’ was 
banished to the Calf as a punishment for 
having killed his cousin. In the 
sixteenth century the island was the 
home of a recluse named Thomas Bushell, 
a satellite of Lord Bacon, who was 
involved in that statesman’s fall from 
power, and retired to this lonely spot 
where he lived on a diet of herbs and 
honey in accordance with the philo- 
sophical advice given to him by his 
master. There aro several instances, in 
Norway and the Hebrides, of the name 
*‘Calf’’ having been given to a small 
island beside a larger one by the Norse 


sea-rovers. 
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still living many Irish 
took a prominent part

Church, Ancaster, Ontario. 

In his ‘‘ Memories of the Nineteenth 
Century,” Lord Meath states that in 
1896 “ the germ of the future Empire 
Day Movement took up its residence in 
my brain,” and he published his idea 
in the London newspapers of that year. 
It was not until the following year, 
however, that Mrs. Fessenden promoted 
her plan, which, by a strange coincidence, 
was of a similar nature to that of Lord 
Meath. 

Lord Meath’s name has been linked 
with the Empire Movement from its in- 
ception, and at the present time it is 
proposed to erect a memorial in London 
to this distinguished Irishman, I think 
the public should know that the credit 
of originating this organisation, which 
has done so much to cement the bonds of 
patriotism and fellowship throughout our 
far-flung Commonwealth of Nations, is 
due to the genius of a son of one of the 
four motherlands of Empire.

A NEW PASSENGER SERVICE, 


—————

There was a Canadian vessel in the port 
this week, with a cargo of pitchpine and 
railway sleepers. She was the City of 
Vancouver, 5,697 tons, Captain Buchanan, 
and carried a Japanese crew. These, how- 
ever, do not hail from the land of the cherry 
blossom, nor are they loyal subjects of the 
Mikado. They come from the large Japanese 
quarter cf Vancouver. The Japanese along 
the Puget Sound take a place similar to that 
held by the Chinese in San Francisco, and 
have almost a monopoly of labour in the 
salmon-canning and similar industries. This 
rowing Japanese pulation of British 
olumbia has now Ná we to the sea, to com- 
nm with the Lascars, Arabs, Chinese, 
alays and negroes, who man so many of 
the ships under the Red Ensign, If this 
manning of ships by Orientals continues, 
matters will become very serious for the 
Danes, Germans and ‘*‘ Russian Finns,’ who 
for so many years have regarded British 
ships. as their own preserves. 


FRENCH FISHERY CRUISER, 

The French fishery cruiser Sentinelle left 
the North Wall Extension on Monday even- 
ing, bound for Glengariff. These cruisers are 
manned by naval ratings, and the Sentinelle 
is equipped with a powerful searchlight and 
mounts a small gun on the forecastle head. 
The gunner explained that this ‘‘ cannon” 
was ‘to make fear those audacious ones.”’ 
The crew sleep in hammocks, which are 
stowed away in lockers during the day, 

A small passenger steamer has begun to 
run from the Customs House to Kingstown. 
She is the Jest, and has accommodation for 
about cne hundred and forty passengers. She 
is forty-three tons gross, and, as is obvious 
from her graceful lines, was originally built 
as a yacht, For some time she was owned by 
the Mersey Dock and Harbour Board, and 
was used as the “‘ doctor’s boat,” for board- 
ing inward-bound vessels in the river. The 
Jest makes the round trip to Kingstown in 
about two hours, 


THE SNEEZING SHIP. 


The Spanish steamer Arichachu, Captain 
Justo de Lafuente, has arrived from na, 
with 5,200 tons of phosphate. Arichachu is 
a formidable name for the dockers to pro- 
nounce, so they have compromised by call- 
ing her the “sneezing ship” Captain 
Lafuente possesses a German police dog, 
which has been aboard the ship 
for six years, and refuses to set foot 
ashore for anyone. ‘‘ Resk,’’ as he is called, 
is still only a *‘ flying fish sailor,’’ for all his 
voyaging. When the Arichachu runs into 
bad weather he crawls under the captain’s 
bunk and remains there, acutely miserable. 
Captain Lafuente does not think much of 
cats; for now they have to be declared on 
the manifest when entering a British port, 
and there is a heavy fine if they get ashore. 
Now, cats are inveterate stowaways, joining 
or leaving a ship whenever the sal takes 
them, and it is almost impossible to keep 
them locked up. Tho Arichachu is bound for 
Swansea when she leaves Dublin, to load coal 
for Genoa, 


FLAGS OF ALL NATIONS. 

Foreign vessels in the port include the 
Swedish Omberg, from Raumo, with timber. 
and the German Sarnland, from Kénigsburg, 
with oats. Three American vessels are ex- 
pected—the New Orleans, the Balsam, and 
the West Hobomack, 

The Swedish motor fishing vessel, Bolinder 
X., of Stockholm, Captain R. N. Pyk. has 
been lying at the end of the South Wall. 
She is built of Swedish oak, varnished. and 
is demonstrating some form of engine de- 
signed for use in fishing boats. The Bolinder 
X. has spent several months touring the fish- 
ing ports of England and Holland. 


IN BELFAST. 


THE CORPORATION’S 
ATTITUDE, 


~ 


Mr. J. Byrne (Nationalist) asked the 
Minister of Finance, in the Northern House of 
Commons yesterday, whether, in view of the 
fact that a — volume of business and pas- 
senger traffic passed regularly between 
Northern Ireland and the Free State, and that 
many tourists from abroad would be visiting 
both parts, and would be using Free State 
coinage; and having regard, also, to the fact 
that the banking companies in Northern Ire- 
land were agreeable to lodgments of Free 
State coinage at face value, he would use his 
influence with the Belfast Gorporation to in- 
duce them to instruct the tramway conductors 
under their control to accept Free State coins 
without demur, when tendered by passengers 
for their fares. " 

The Minister replied that he understood 
that the guestion had recently been considered 
by the Tramways Committee of the Corpora- 
tion, and quite apart from the fact that, Free 
State coinage was not legal tender in 
Northern Ireland, it was obvious that the 
presence of any appreciable amount of silver 
or copper belonging to another currency in 
the day’s takings of the tramways must in- 
variably cause cash inconveniences in the 
Tramway Office. Moreover, although he 
was aware that the banks, for the 
convenience of their customers, accepted 
occasional deposits in Free State currency, 
it would be most unreasonable to expect 
that the Corporation’s bankers should take 
Free State coinage as a matter of daily 
practice. He was unable, therefore, to accept 
the suggestion that he should make represen- 
tatigns to the Belfast Corporation in the 
sense desired, 


QUESTION IN THE SENATE. 

The matter was also raised in the Senate 
by Mr. T. 8. M‘Allister. 

Viscount Charlemont, Leader of the House, 
said that he had been informed that the 
Tramway committee had endorsed the 
instruction to employés not to accept Free 
State coins. The day’s takings were weighed 
in the tramway offices, and the presence of 
Free State coins, with their different weight, 
would be bound to cause confusion. He did 
not believe that any inconvenience was caused 
to passengers, as there was a considerable 
quantity of British coin still in circulation 
in the Free State, which visitors could bring 
with them. 5 

Mr, M‘Allister described the action of the 
Corporation as petty and childish. 

iscount Charlemont said that he did not 
think there was any large measure of opinion 
in Northern Ireland which would like to 
force the Corporation to accept Free State 
coins as legal tender. 


MR, JOHN KEATING’S 
WORK,

INTERESTING EXHIBITION. 


Perhaps even more interesting than the 
finished work of a painter of such note as 
Mr. John Keating is the foundation—the 
drawings and sketches on which the paint- 
ings are built up. In a collection of 
drawings and paintings by Mr. Keating 
now on exhibition at the Art Galleries, 
28 South Anne street, Dublin, ono 
has an opportunity to study the craft 
of this painter, and to see him, as it were, 
working out those rugged characters for which 
his painting is noted. Take for instance the 
three drawings one sees of the extraordinary 
old character who, was the subject of Mr. 
Keating's painting “‘ Holy Joe.” The quaint 
old figure is seen in No. 20, in broad vigorous 
lines, which suggest all the eccentricity of 
the subject, Nos. 6 and 10 are studies of tho 
head of the same subject. The drawing of a 
Woman's Head (No. 19) shows something 
more than wonderful technique. Then there 
are the studies for ‘Homo Sapiens,” the 
painting by Mr, gree which created such 
a stir at the Royal Academy this year, The 
i sible humonr of the painter is very 
evident in such drawings as ' Les Deux 
Magois,’’ and ‘‘ Beer, Glorious Beer.” In 
the latter it is amusing to observe the wistful 
look of one labourer as he sees his mate drink 
off his beer. 

There are a few interesting paintings, 
mostly of Mr. Keating's earlier days. “ Sense 
and Sensibility,” which was in the nature 
of an e: periment in colour, is exceedingly in- 
teresting.

Srr,—One of the qualifying conditions 
required for admission to the register of 
secondary teachers is the possession of a 
diploma in the theory and practice of educa- 
tion. In ‘order to procure this diploma a 
teacher, amongst other things, must attend 
throughout a school year a professional 
course of lectures given at certain centres— 
Dublin, Cork, Galway, Maynooth, and Clon- 
gowes Wood. An unregistered who 
is employed at a school remote from any of 
these centres cannot attend such lectures 
while he retains his employment, and 1s 
unable to secure diploma or registration. 
Even if he holds a first-class honours d-gree 
he is not allowed to participate in any © 
the schemes for incremental salary, pensions 
or other privileges of secondary ac 
teachers. 

At its last annual meeting the School. 
masters’ Association passed a resolution re- 
questing the Registration Council to sanction 
a vacation course of lectures, which would 
qualify such teachers to proceed to the 
diploma. Through the kind offices of the 
Professor of Education, a scheme for a 
vacation course was drawn up, and received 
the sanction of the Board of Trinity College, 
Dublin. The whole matter was fully before 
the Registration Council at a recent meeting. 
While expressing some sympathy with hard 
cases the majority of the Council refused to 
sanction any relaxation in the rigid system 
(unknown in any country save the Free 
State), which controls admission to the privi- 
leges of the profession. 

As the representative of the Schoolmasters’ 
Association, I have taken some interest in 
the question of a vacation course, and I 
FA regret the decision of the Council. 
some interested teachers have written to me 
on the matter, and, no doubt, others are also 
concerned. I can only advise that every 
such teacher should send a full. statement 
of his case to the Secretary of the Registra- 
tion Council at Hume street, Dublin.—Yours,

criminal tom-tit and his friends. Personally, 
I would rather see our gardens full of 
criminal tits than these innocent and bold 
members of the Senate. 

Was there ever so much ignorance shown 
of the ways of nature and her agents as has 
been displayed by the proceedings of the 
Senate with regard to the Wild Birds Pro- 
tection Bill? We might more properly call it 
the bill for the slaughter of the innocents. 
When all the poor birds have been annihilated 
then, too late, it will be found that a terrible 
mistake has been made. The gardens and 
the country at large will be at the mercv 
of every kind of pest that flies in the air 
or walks or crawls on the ground and under 
the ground. 

There is a great deal of nonsense written 
about fruit-growing in this country, but 
until some law is passed with regard to 
two-legged pests no one will be much en- 
couraged to grow more fruit. There seems 
to be very little idea of honesty with regard 
to other people’s gardens. In the cities our 
flowers are pulled up by the roots, not only 
by children, who should be better taught 
in the schools, but also by grown men and 
women. Orchards are reided, not merely for 
one or two apples, but for whole crops of 
fruit, which are sold by the raiders in the 
markets as if they had been honestly obtained. 
Let the Senate and the Dail devise some 
means for the protection of our gardens 
against the two-legged pests, and let them leave 
the innocent and delightful tits and other 
birds to carry on their splendid work of 
destroying all kinds of harmful insects and 
helping us to have beautiful and productive 
gardens. The idea of the giant senator at 
war with the tiny tit is too much for us.—

SECOND READING IN THE 
SENATE. 

_Moving the second reading of the Educa- 
tion Amend” unt Bill in the Northern Senate 
yesterday, Viscount Charlemont said that the 
bill was designed to give better effect to the 
principles of administration embodied in the 
1925 Act, which placed for the first time a 
large measure of educational control in the 
hands of the people, and it would have the 
efiect of widening the popular interest in 
educational matters. It was a mistake to 
say that the 1923 Act was definitely secularist. 
Owing to the fundamental difference between 
voluntary control and control by a public 
authority it was impossible under the 1923 
measure to countenance in public schools 
under an authority a definite and compulsory 
association with any particular church and 
with a particular form of religious belief, 
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Extraordinary and radical changes, both in

EDUCATION BILL. 


COUNTY COUNCILS’ VIEWS, 
Km 
COMBINED PURCHASING 
INQUIRY. | 


Mr. J. O'Neill presided at a meeting of the 
General Council of County Councils in the 
lrish Free State held yesterday afternoon 
at the County Council offices, Parnell square, 
Dublin. 

With reference to the Vocational Educa- 

tion Bill, 1930, which is now being con- 
sidered by the Dail, the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Council adopted a resolution 
setting out that, whilst the Executive Com- 
mittee of the County Councils’ General 
Council agreed that an improved system of 
continuation of technical education would be 
beneficial in both urban and rural areas, they 
considered that the compulsory attendance of 
farmers’ children during certain periods of 
the vear would be unnecessarily burdensome 
on the agricultural community. The Com- 
mittee, therefore, considered that the period 
of compulsory attendance of such pupils 
should be at the discretion of the County 
Committees to be established. 
As regards the method of financing the 
scheme, the Committee were strongly opposed 
to the proposal that it should be maintained 
at the ratepayers’ expense. aaet regarded 
the scheme as an enlargement of the existing 
education system of the country, and main- 
tained that as such it should be financed 
from the Centra] Fund. 

The adoption of the report of the Execu- 
tive Committee in connection with the bill 
was formally proposed and seconded. 
DUBLIN COUNTY RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The Chairman said that his Council—the 
Dublin County Council—had suggested the 
following amendments :— 

(1) That the Secretary of the County 
Council in each county should be the chief 
executive officer of the Committee to be estab- 
lished under the Act. 

(2) That the Committee should not have 
port to borrow without the approval of the 
ounty Council. 

(3) That exemptions from compulsory at- 
tendance should, in addition to the reasons 
mentioned in the bill, contain all such pro- 
visions as are in the School Attendance Act, 
and not referred to in the bill as drafted; and 

(4) That the Council considers it unfair 
to ratepayers to stipulate that the local 
authorities should bear 50 per cent. of the 
cost of the schemes outlined under the bill, 
and suggests that a more equitable basis 
would be one-third to be borne by the rate- 
payers and two-thirds from State funds. 

Those, said the Chairman, were the prin- 
cipal points on which his Council had drafted 
amendments to the Executive Committee's 
report, and he moved them as amendments to 
that report. 

Mr. C. Mathews (Meath) formally seconded 

Mr. Konnedy (Tipperary, South) said that 
he did not agree with that portion of the 
amendment recommending that the Secretary 
of the County Council should be the executive 
officer Education was the greatest asset of 
the country, and he did not think that the 
Secretary of the County Council would be a 
suitable person for organising such a scheme, 
no matter how qualified he might be in 
other respects hen they were going to 
spend so much money on the scheme they 
should get the best man and the one most 
suited for the position. 

Mr. Lynch (Galway) also agreed that the 
Secretary of the County Council was not a 
suitable person for reorganising a scheme of 
technical education. 

FINANCING THE SCHEME. 

Miss Breen (Kerry) said that she thought 
that a portion might come from the rates, 
but that the remainder should come from the 
Central Fund, as the taxpayer was unable 
to bear any further heavy burden. 

Mr. McCormack (Limerick) was opposed to 
the levying. of any further burden upon the 
ratepayers. 

r. MeGahon (Louth) supported the reso- 
lution of the Louth County Council, that the 
scheme should be financed from the Central 
Fund, and not at the cost of the ratepayers ; 
and, further, that a period of compulsory 
attendance of pupils in the rural areas should 
be at the discretion of the local committees 
to be established. 

Mr. Cobb (Leix) said that the total cost of 
education should be borne by the State. 
This bill was a continuation of the existing 
system of education. The present system 
was, on the whole, very satisfactorily 
administered by the Board; and, if this bill 
was a continuation of the present system, 
why not have it financed and administered 
in the same way’ He was opposed to giving

by Mr. Brett (Westmeath). 
On the motion of Mr, O’Byrne (Wexford), 
seconded by Mr. O'Connor (Cork), the recom: 
mendation of the Executive Committee re- 
commending the Council to press for an in- 
quiry into the working of the Combined Pur- 
chasing Act, in view of the numerous com- 
plaints from public bodies, was adopted.

Lavish outlay on education is 
only one aspect of a general movement 
for the establishment of a subsidised 
democracy.

At present British tax- 
payers are only a small fraction of the 
population. The mass of citizens pays 
no taxes, direct or indirect, and, therefore, 
has no interest in the cost of government, 
It feels no concern for the national 
honour or safety, and the only virtue 
which it requires from its statesmen is 
an ingenuity to find new excuses for 
larger doles. There is nouiing novel in 
these phenomena, Describing the effect 
of the dole system under Tiberius, Tacitus 
said: “ Industry languishes, sloth waxes, 
when hope and fear are lifted from a 
dole-fed democracy that has become a 
burden on the State.” It seems, however, 
that a Government which enthrones the 
school teacher has no use for the teachings 
of history. 

This is a time—if ever there was a 
time—for clear thinking and firm purpose 
in British polities; yet in all recent talk 
of change the Government’s critics «have 
shirked the main issue, Ifthe Conservative 
Party is to save England, its policy must 
undergo not merely bold development, but 
drastic change. The present depression of 
industry is.shared by the whole world, 
and we may hope that, sooner or later, 
natural causes, éven apart from imperial 
legislation, will relieve it. On the other 
hand, the problem of the social services 
brooks no delay. It is a cancer which 
grows steadily worse while the operation is 
being postponed. All British parties have 
helped to create this dreadful incubus. 
Conservatives, as well as Socialists, have 
succumbed to the vote-catching lufe of 
doles; and to-day nothing Icss is, required 
from Mr. Baldwin than a frank confession 
of error and an entirely new line of action. 
Often in recent years we have felt con- 
strained to remind the Free State that 
she could not afford social services on the 
English scale. To-day it is lamentably 
clear that Britain cannot afford social 
services on her present scale. Indeed, the 
time has come when she may learn a 
lesson from the Free State Government, 
which has taken courage, more than once 
of late, to reject plausible demands for 
the increase of public benefits. Mr. 
Baldwin’s programme for the next general 
election ought to be based on a scheme of 
vigorous and far-reaching economies in 
the national expenditure. It ought to 
promise—for a beginning—a reduction 
of the social services by at least 
twenty-five per cent. It ought to insist 
that henceforward there shall be no repre- 
sentation without taxation, and that thus 
every citizen shall be compelled to feel 
that he has a stake in the conduct of 
public affairs. If such an appeal is made 
and wins, the Conservative Party will 
save England. If it is made and fails— 
if the rot has gone too far—at least the 
Conservative Party will have found an 
end worthy of its history and traditions.

The Northern Budget. 


Mr. H. M. Pollock, Northern Ireland’s 
Finance Minister, is anything but an 
alarmist, and, ,therefore, his statement 
during his Budget speech, in Belfast 
yesterday, that “ the financial position of 
the State now has reached danger point,” 
must be taken seriously, His hands have 
been tied by the complicated arrangement 
that was made by the Government of 
Ireland Act of 1920, under which the 
Northern State operates. Certain services, 
including Customs and Excise, income tax 
and the like, were “ reserved” to the 
British Government, with the result that 
the Northern Parliament really has very 
little control over its own finances. The 
Colwyn Committee, by agreement with 
the Governments of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, has determined, from 
year to year, the amounts of the latter’s 
imperial contributions; and some idea of 
its efforts.may be gained from the fact 


| that it has reduced Belfast’s obligation 


from 28,000,000 to £160,000. Even with 


| this relief, however, Northern finances 


call for the most careful treatment. Mr. 


[had reached £10,375,000, as against an 
estimate of £9,995,000. ‘Other receipts ”’ 
brought this figure to £11,126,000, which, 
compared with a total expenditure of 
£11,109,000, left a realised surplus of 
£17,000. Customs arid Excise yielded an 
excess of £100,000, and the transferred 
services produced £89,000 over the 
estimate. Income and sur-tax also showed 
an increased . yield” of £173,000, and 
altogether the results of the year’s 
financial working were more than satis- 
factory. 

This year Mr. Pollock estimates that he 
will have a surplus of only £35,000, having 
been forced to increase the scale of death 
duties, and also to impose néw taxes on 
motor vehicles. He will withdraw £420,000 
from the Rating Relief Suspense account 
as an assistance to the finance of the de- 
rating scheme; and he will be fortunate 
if, at the end of the financial year, he 
does not find himself with a deficit instead 
of a surplus. The reason for Northern 
Ireland's embarrassment must be sought 
in the huge increase in the cost of social 
services of one kind and another, When 
the Northern State came into being these 
services—which do not include education 


on a small income such a sum is ex- 
cessive ; but the Northern Government is 
beginning to discover that it cannot have 
matters both ways. Mr. Pollock said yes- 
terday that the workman of Northern Ire- 
land now had secured free education for 
his children; he also is insured against 
ill-health, unemployment, accidents, old 
age and blindness ; and, furthermore, pro- 
vision is made for his widow and children 
when he dies. These benefits cannot be 
enjoyed free of charge. Northern Ireland 
must pay for the privilege of sharing 
Socialist legislation with the neighbouring 
island ; and we hardly can believe that its 
rulers anticipated the advent of a Labour 
Government at Westminster when they 
decided that they would follow Great 
Britain in everything. The Six Counties 
have problems of their own which are 
totally different from those of Britain. They 
have serious unemployment, but their re- 
sources are not sufficiently extensive to 
enable ‘‘ doles ” to be paid on the British 
scale. The time is at hand, however, when 
a re-deal of the financial cards may be 
necessary. 


Lena Goldfields. 


In 1925 the Union of Socialist Soviet 
Republics granted a concession to the 
Lena Goldfields, Ltd., on condition that 
the company should spend £2,200,000 to 
restore what, in fact, was its own 
property, and should abandon all 
claims against the .Government in 
respect of the huge losses that were 
sustained when the undertaking was 
nationalised during the revolution. The 
Soviet authorities, on their side, guaran- 
teed to the company freedom to import 
supplies and to export capital, and 
promised that labour conditions should be 
on an equal footing with those obtaining 
in State concerns, In spite of the one-sided 
nature of this contract, the Lena Gold- 
fields, Ltd., took the view that half a loaf 
was better than no bread, and fulfilled 
loyally its part of the bargain. Indeed, 
no dividends have been paid, and all 
profits have been devoted to a fuller de- 
velopment of the mines. At the beginning 
of this year, however, although hampered 
often by official and trade union inter- 
ference, the company was preparing to 
reap where it had sown, Immediately, the 
masters of modern Russia took action. 
Agents of the Ogpu raided the company’s 
offices and works, seized the books, which, 
under the agreement, were immune from 
inspection, and arrested several employés 
on frivolous charges. A clause in the con- 
cession provided that disputes of this sort 
should be settled by arbitration, and both 
sides appointed representatives. Suddenly 
the Soviet authorities, alleging that the 
Lena Goldfields, Ltd., had broken the 
contract, withdrew their arbitrator, and 
to-day all work in the mines is at a stand- 
still. While such conditions exist in 
Russia, the lords of the Kremlin cannot 
expect foreign capital to adventure itself 
within their reach. It is manifest that 
the Russian Government cannot tolerate a 
concern which dares to prosper under a 
‘“ capitalist sgis,” while its own indus- 
tries wallow in a communistic mire,

‘OBITUARY. 


AA. 
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MR. FREDERICK RAYNOR 
ROHUÚ,. 


By the death of Mr. Frederick Raynor Rohu, 
which occurred on Tuesday last at his 
residence, Millboro’ House, at the ripe age 
of 84 years, Cork has lost one of its oldest 
citizens and Ireland one of her keenest 
students of nature, whose opinion was sought 
on Natural History by many eminent 
authorities. Mr. Rohu’s unusual and ev- 
tensive knowledge of nature was not so much 
gleaned from the printed page as by the 
patient and correct observation of nature 
This, combined with his uprightness of 
character and strict business integrity, earned 
for him the highest respect of a very wide 
community. He is survived by his widow 
and seven children. 

Entering the service of the Trinity Board 
at an early age, Mr. Rohu soon found that 
this orbit for his energies was too restricted. 
During his leisure moments he had made a 
very close study of Natural History, making 
a speciality of ornithology in all its branches, 
He has made a valuable’ contribution 
towards this subject in ‘“*The Fowler in 
Ireland ” (Sir Ralph Payne-Gallwey, Bart-), 
having written chapter XIV. One of the most 
interesting, as well as perhaps, the best 
written chapters in the book, is that de- 
voted to a description of the Skelligh and 
their seafowl. At the Cork Exhibition, 1883, 
the first prize goid medal was awarded to 
Mr. Rohu for excellence of his natural 
history exhibits, a feature of which was a 
caricature of Darwin’s evolution theory, de: 
picting two monkeys debating the subject, 
one holding a flag on which was written “' Is 
Darwin right.’’? 

Mr. Rohu took an active part in the civic 
life of Cork, and was returned as City 
Councillor on two occesions, and did useful 
work on the Hackney Car and Waterworks 
Committees. 


MR. ARNOLD GRAVES. 

Mr. Arnold Felix Graves, who took an 
important part in the promotion of Irish 
education and Irish industries, died on 
Saturday last at Wheathampstead at the age 
of 82. 

The third son of Dr. Charles Graves, Bishop 
of Limerick, he was born on November 17, 
1847, and was the brother of Mr. Alfred Per- 
ceval Graves, Mr. C. L. Graves, and Sir 
Robert Wyndham Graves. His sister Ida, who 
married Admiral Sir Richard Poore, is the 
author of ‘** Recollections of an Admiral’s 
Wife,” and other books. Arnold Graves was 
educated at Windermere College and Trinity 
College, Dublin, where he was first honours- 
man in mathematics, was captain of the Uni- 
versity football team, played for Ireland at 
cricket from 1865 to 1868, and won the 
University hurdle races in the same years. 

He passed the Indian Civil Service examina- 
tion in 1868, but, instead of going out to 
India, was called to the Irish Bar in 1872. 
He was afterwards appointed secretary to the 
Charity Commissioners and the Commissioners 
of Education for Ireland, but, apart from his 
official duties, he rendered notable service to 
education. Thus, he was hon. secretary and 
organiser of the City of Dublin Technical 
Schools, the Pembroke Technical Schools, the 
Technical Education Association, and the Irish 
Artisans’ Exhibition, all of which he was 
instrumental in founding; and he also served 
on the committees of the Irish Industries 
Association, the Royal Society for the Train- 
ing and Employment of Women, and the City 
of Dublin Libraries Committee. 

Mr. Graves was the author of 
taemnestra,’’ “Helen of Troy,”

ley, and had four sons and one daughter,

not impossible that the King aggravated 
his attack of rheumatism by the visit 
which he paid to the Chelsea Flower Sho, 
last week; for the grounds were sodden 
with rain, and the King and Queen moved 
about on foot in the damp for some time. 


Lord Dawson's Advice. 


Fortunately, the trouble is not sufficient 
to cause any anxiety whatever, and, above 
all, it has no connection with the King’s 
illness. The decision that. His Majesty 
ought not to attend the Courts this week 
is taken on the advice of Lord Dawson 
since the ceremonial entails, not only k 
long period of standing and sitting, but a 
lengthy progress from the private apart. 
ments of the Palace to the ballroom 
situated at the opposite end of the build. 
ing. Possibly, the rheumatism has shown 
itself in the right hip, because it was there 
that the King was injured most when he 
fell from his horse in France during the 
War. It is reassuring to learn that no 
bulletins will be issued from Buckingham 
Palace, and that there will be no further 
statement about the King’s condition until 
to-morrow. 


Olympia, 


It is expected that the King and Queen 
will attend Olympia on the afternoon of 
June 23rd, when officers representing 
Great Britain, France, Belgium, Germany. 
Holland, Chile and the Irish Free State 
will compete for the King George V. Gold 
Cup. The Prince of Wales will be present 
on the afternoon of June 27th, and on thig 
day teams of foreign officers will compete 
for the trophy offered by him. 


Unemployment and the Premier. 


A speech made by Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald in Durham, suggesting co-operation 
with other parties to solve the unemploy- 
ment problem, possibly is responsible for 
the rumour in the Lobby this evening 
that an offer will be made in the course 
of the unemployment debate to-morrow. 
proposing the formation of a joint council] 
of all parties, in order that the Govern- 
ment’s responsibility may be shared by 
the Conservatives and Liberals. The idea 
finds no acceptance in Conservative ranks, 
and a remark was passed that the Labour 
Government, having climbed into office by 
means of the problem, must not balance 
itself on the shoulders of those whose 
efforts to solve the difficulty it condemned. 
It is not at all unlikely, however, that 
Mr. Macdonald may advance some unex 
pected proposals ; for he has taken contro 
of the Government’s plans for the elimina. 
tion of the problem, and presides over tho 
deliberations of the advisory body, acting 
in a manner, as a new Lord Privy Seal. 


The Government's Allies. 


It will not be surprising if the Govern- 
ment majority to-morrow night shows a 
considerable advance on the figures 
hitherto mentioned ; for the extremists of 
the Labour Party have reached the co 

clusion that it does their cause little good 
to endanger the life of the Governnien:. 
If the statement made by the Prime 
Minister meets with their approval, most 
of them will go into the Lobby with the 
majority of the party. The Liberal sup- 
port, also, may be greater than has been 
expected ; for there was a resumption of 
conversations between Mr. Macdonald and 
Mr. Lloyd George to-day, though it was 
rumoured that the conversations had 
nothing to do with the question of. elec- 
toral reform, 


Conservative Campaigning. 


The May campaign of the Conservative 
Party has been concluded, and the 
organisers who have taken part in the 
meetings express keen satisfaction at tne 
results achieved. The pledge to support 
the party policy on ‘* safeguarding ” and 
the development of Empire trade has re- 
ceived over two million signatures, and 
the degree of enthusiasm shown 
meetings held in industrial centres has 
been marked. In view of the success of 
the campaign, greater activity will be 
shown in the autumn, when numerous 
meetings will be held throughout the 
country. In the meantime, Mr. Baldwin 
and other prominent speakers have 
accepted invitations to deliver addresses 
in several important provincial centres. 


Prices for Pictures. 


The much discussed Crucifixion picture 
in the Royal Academy by Mr. Mark 
Symons has not been sold, though, 
general, this has been a good year fo 
the artists. The price is £300—a not 
extravagant sum for such a painting. I!

MURDER RIFE IN 
RANGOON.

GOVERNMENT ACCOUNT OF 
THE RIOTING. 
FRoM RevTEeR’s CORRESPONDENT. 
RANGOON, Tuesday. 

The following is a summary of a 
overnment communiqué on the present 
Rangoon riots:—The decision of some em- 
ployers of shipping labour to terminate 
the strike by giving an enhanced wage and 
re-employing the Andhras (Hindus) who 
had struck; also a summary notice to tiie 
temporarily employed Burman !abourers 
during the strike that they were not 
wanted; also the jeering at Burman 
labourers by Andhra coolies, rapidly led 
to attacks by both sides on isolated parties 
of their opponents. 

The Burmans were at first outnumbered, 
but later mustered strongly with the ob- 
ect of counter-attacking the Andhras. 
The result was that where the Burmans 
were numerically superior they became 
aggressive; the same also with the 
Andhras, 


POLICE EFFORTS. 

The police authorities adopted a policy, 
so far as possible, of preventing the con- 
flicting forces from oe into actual 
conflict. The police found it possible to 
avoid firing into the crowd, except on 
two occasions yesterday, when six or 
seven shots were fired, resulting in t':ce 
Andhras being wounded. 

On another occasion, to save a Burme-.c 
Sub-Inspector of Police already injured, a 
sergeant fired, shooting one Burman of 
the attacking party through the leg. 

The frequent shifting of the scene of 
the nots was due to the Burmans com- 
mandeering motor ‘buses to 
them, and the sporadic outbursts in widely 
separated quarters intensifie:| the difficul- 
ties of the police in controlling the situa- 
Lion, 


SEPARATING THE RIOTERS. 

Gradually the police established some- 
‘hing like a cordon in the affected areas, 

|, by preventing the conflicting forces 
‘rom, meeting each other, the situation was 
mproved towards last . ight. 

It is known that Burmese parties 11. ar- 
dered many Andhras in their houses, and 
killed or wounded all they found. 

Last night was quiet. 

This morning the police posted 
numerous pickets in the affected areas, 
keeping the situation under control, but 
business is at a stand-still, and this 
inorning, in two streets in the Indian 
business quarters, the police opened fire 
when they found Burmese parties armed 
with knives, who refused to disarm, and 

large Andhra mob commenced stoning 
the police, who were determined not to 
retire, 


BRUTAL MURDERS. 

Isolated attacks by Burmese parties, 
accompanied by brutal murders, also 
occurred, besides isolated cases of 
attempted, but unsuccessful incendiarism, 

The Cameron Highlanders with 
machine-guns strengthened the police 
force this morning, the regulars’ activities, 
however, being confined to disarming 
armed parties. Several private persons 
were enrolled as special constables. 

Strong pickets are guarding the main 
roads into Rangoon to prevent fresh 
troublesome elements from coming in. 
The military police force has also been 
reinforced. There is no _ reason. to 
apprehend that the situation will not be 
kept under firm control. The feeling 
hetween Burmans and Andhras is still 
intense, and this will apparently lead to 
sporadic attacks. 


THE UNCOUNTED DEAD. 


According to the communiqué (which 
was evidently written this forenoon), the 
hospital indoor patients resulting from 
the fighting number 298, including 26 
injared by gunfire. The outdoor patients 
number 334. 

Thirty-three have died in hospital, be- 
sides the dead in the mortuary not yet 
‘ounted, and an unascertained number of 
murders in houses not reported or 
known, Numerous deaths occurred to- 
day, but the number is not yet known. 
No private European was killed or in- 
ured, 

\part from minor injuries received by 
‘he poliee, one European sergeant had a 
severe head wound. 

Considerable damage was caused to 
property by both sets of rioters. Some 
looting occurred yesterday evening, but 
none is known to have taken place to-day. 


MORE COLLISIONS. 
From EFUTER 8 CoRRESPONDENT. 
Tuesday, 9 p.m. 

Two more collisions took place this 
alternoon between Burmans and Indians. 
In one case the Burmans are reported to 
have attacked some Indian houses, and it 
Is stated that in the affray ten Indians— 
some of whom were women—were killed 
and many others seriously injured. 

The situation later became quiet, 
although the city looked desolate.

POLICE FIRE 57 ROUNDS AT 
CLOSE RANGE. 
From RevtTer’s CORRESPONDENT, 
LUCKNOW, Tuesday. 

Four people are reported to have been 
killed and thirty injured in serious 
troubles that broke out here to-day, and 
a curfew has been promulgated. Four- 
teen policemen have been taken to 
hospital. 

The official account of the occurrences 
says that a huge crowd, headed by Con- 
gress volunteers, came into conflict with 
the police and military in Aminabad 
Park, the busiest centre in the city. 
After a great effort the police succeeded 
in pushing back the crowd, and the 
authorities, thinking that the situation 
was easier, withdrew the military. The 
“ national flag’’ was hauled down, but 
the flagstaff was left intact. 


AN INFURIATED MOB. 

Immediately after the troops had been 
withdrawn an infuriated mob attacked a 
police outpost, and the police, in self- 
defence, fired fifty-seven shots at short 
range. 

The latest reports state that the mob 
has split®up into gangs, which are pro- 
ceeding through the city in several direc- 
tions, and adopting a hostile and 
menacing attitude. Armed guards have 
been posted in different parts of the city. 

Military precautions continue. 


IN THE DAYS OF THE MUTINY. 

Lucknow is associated with some of the 
most memorable incidents of the Indian 
Mutiny. Shortly after the outbreak of the 
Mutiny the rebels, in July, 1857, besieged 
tne Residency, in defence otf which the 
illustrious Sir Henry Lawrence perished. 
Sir Henry Havelock marched to the relief, 
afterwards retiring and leaving Sir James 
Outram in command. The rebels gained 
the ascendancy for a time, but, in March, 
1858, the Commander-in-Chief, Sir Colin 
Campbell (afterwards Lord Clyde), carried 
the place by successive assaults, 


DACCA’S GROWING 
DEATH ROLL. 


GURKHA PICKETS IN THE 
DANGER ZONE, 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
DACCA, Tuesday. 

Ten Hindus and four Mohammedans 
have died, out of the total of forty-four 
injured in hospital. A Gurkha was 
arrested. 

Guns have been sequestrated from 
owners with licences throughout the area. 
The city looks deserted. 

Gurkha pickets are posted in the danger 
zone, and armed police are patrolling 
the streets. 

Cases of looting and stabbing continue. 
A postal runner was wounded yesterday 
evening.

ALL DUE TO ILL-TREAT- 


MENT OF A DOG,

Tlie Bombay Government has issued a 
com munigue giving the following true 
story of the events leading to the firing 
which occurred last night and this morn- 
ing in the Bhendi Bazaar. A European 
police sergeant saw a Mohammedan 
cruelly beating a dog with a loaded stick 
near the Sandhurst road police officers 
quarters. He remonstrated with the 
Mohammedan, and eventually struck him 
with his fist. 

The man went off, but soon came back 
with a number of associates, who 
assaulted the sergeant. The officer 
managed to get away in a motor car to 
Dongri Police Station. 

Meanwhile his assailants began stoning 
the police quarters, creating the disturb- 
ance which led to the firing. 


FIRE OPENED MANY TIMES.

‘His Majesty 
has been advised not to be present at the 
Courts to-night and to-morrow, but hopes 
to be able to fulfil his engagements later 
in the week,” 


ATTACK NOT SERIOUS. 

The Press Association learns, on ex- 
cellent authority, that the trouble is not 
of a serious nature. It has no connection 
with the King’s recent illness, but is 
eg: due to the recent damp weather. 
The King, contrary to his usual custom, 
was not present at Morning Service in the 
Palace Chapel on Sunday last. 

No bulletin is being issued. 

Lord Dawson, the King's doctor, saw 
His Majesty yesterday. 

Apart from the Courts, the King is 
following his normal routine. He re- 
ceived yesterday Sir William Pey'‘on, who 
has relinquished the Scottish Command. 

GOOD PROGRESS. 

The Press Association learned last night 
that the King’s condition is satisfactory, 
and that the rheumatic trouble is abating. 
It is understood that the King is receiving 
massage treatment. 

During the afternoon His Majesty went 
out into the Palace gardens, and sat for 
some time in the sunshine. Later in the

The Queen walked from the Royal apart- 
ments to the gold and scarlet ballroom 
with the Prince of Wales, who wore the 
scarlet uniform of Colonel of the Welsh 
Guards. ' 

As the Royal procession, preceded by 
the Lord Chamberlain and his officers, 
walking backwards, reached the dais at 
the end of the great room, the Prince 
handed the Queen up the steps, and she 
took her seat alone on the throne, under 
the golden canopy of State. 

She wore a magnificent gown of gold 
brocade, embroidered in gold and coloured 
stones, with diamante. Her train was of 
fine Indian cloth of gold, with an over-all 
embroidered design of gold and coloured 
stones. Her coronet was of emeralds and 
diamonds, and she wore a necklace of the 
same stones, with ornaments of emeralds 
and diamonds, including the famous 
carved Indian emerald presented to her 
when she visited India with the King. 
Across her corsage was the blue riband of 
the Garter. 


THE ROYAL CIRCLE. 

Behind the Queen in the Royal circle 
were the Prince of Wales, the Duke of 
York, Prince George, Princess Mary, the 
Earl of Harewood, Princess Helena 
Victoria and Princess Marie Louise. 

As the long stream of débutantes filed 
slowly past the throne to make their single 
curtsey to the Queen, the scene recalled 
the Courts held last year, in gloomier 
circumstances, when the King was still 
recuperating after his long illness. Last 
night, however, there was no atmosphere 
of anxiety or concern to mar the occasion. 
Court officials were able to assure the 
guests that the King was suffering merely 
from a slight attack of rheumatism, which 
prevented him from undergoing the strain 
of sitting in the same position, and bowing 
repeatediy for two hours.

He added that he believed that, as far as 
comparison with the Bfitish Navy was 
concerned, the agreement was advan- 
tageons to the United States, but the 
situation with regard to the Japanese 
Navy was different. 

Testifying before the Foreign Relations 
Committee, Rear-Admiral Ww. H. 
Standley, Assistant Chief of Naval 
Operations, said that if it were left to 
him he would build nothing but 8-inch 
gun cruisers, while Captain J. R. Tausig 
described these vessels as “ by far the best 
ships in our Navy.” . 

Rear-Admiral H. A. Wiley, in express- 
ing similar views, said: ‘‘ We shall have 
to go out of business by and by. We 
have had too much ronference.”’ 

Rear-Admiral M. Taylor also joined 
the ranks of thase who oppose the 
Treaty.

Chancellor of the Exchequer,

market. In particular he would object 
to any arrangement unde: which either 
principal or interest on the bonds of the 
foreign issues was payable at the option 
of the holders in sterling at par of the 
exchange. Subject to. this, the terms of 
the bonds woul: have to be settled by 
agreement consistently with the Plan. 

“ It would not have been possible,” Mr. 
Snowden added, ‘‘ to ensure the success 
of the Loa if no issue had tak.n place in 
London, and.I do not think it would have 
been reasonable or consistent with the 
position 6f London as a financial centre 
to refuse an issue in London, provided 
that it is subject to the condition that the 
proceeds shall be payable to the British 
Exchequer.”’ 

THE EXPORT OF GOLD.

PROHIBITION TO LAST FOR

' Ivis Oifigiuil, formerly known as the 
Dublin Gazette, announces that, acting 
on a report of the Censorship of Publica- 
tions Board, the Free State Minister for 
Justice has prohibited the sale and dis- 
tribution in the Irish Free State from 
this date of the New Leader, 

It is stated in /ris Oifigiuil that the 
Censorship Board, in a report dated May 
16th, stated “ that, in the opinion of the 
Board, the several issues recently thereto- 
fore published of the periodical publica- 
tion which is the subject of such 
report . have advocated the un- 
natural prevention of conception, and 
should for that reason be banned.”’ 

The New Leader is a weekly paper, 
with which is incorporated the Labour 
Leader and Lansbury’s Labour Weekly. 
It is described as a Socialist journal, and 
is published by the New Leader, Ltd., 
14 Great George street, London, 5.W.1. 
It is also described as the “' officia) organ 
of the Independent Labour Party.” 

This is the second weekly paper to be 
prohibited, and it is announced that, 
‘under Section 7, Sub-section 5, of the 
Censorship of Publications Act, 1929, this 
Order, being the first Prohibition Order 
made in respect of the above-mentioned 
periodical yublication, will continue in 
force, unless previously revoked, for three 
months from the date of publication in 
Iris Oifigiuil and will then expire.’’

To-night's division in the House of 
Commons will undoubtedly be utilised for 
a display of Labour Party unity, remarks 
The Times of to-day editorially. Sir 
Oswald Mosley may do his best from a 
back bench to discredit Mr. Thomas’s 
policy, which is that of the Government, 


Government s fire must be directed, never- 
theless, upon the benches behind them, 
not upon those opposite. They will be 
contending with the discouragement of 
their followers, not with the reminiscences 
of their opponents. Indeed, the attack 
from without will cause the Labour 
sections to draw together in ostentatious, 
if unconvinced, solidarity, and the Govern- 
ment seem likely to have the numerical 
support to give them the necessary vote 
of confidence. But when the Labour daily 
Press is apologetic, and falls back on 
the excuse that ‘‘ the rise in unemploy- 
ment proceeds from causes outside the 
control of any national Government 
whatsoever,”’ and the Prime Minister 
himself has to make shift with the plea 
that, since the Labour Government took 
office, ‘‘ unemployment has taken a totally 
different character,’’ the ground of the 
Government’s defence must be very shaky. 

Not on account of any Government 
or any Government policy, but because of 
great world economic disturbance, our 
export industries (said Mr. Macdonald 
at Seaham Harbour on Monday) are 
swelling the ranks of the unemployed. 
But what has changed is the degree, not 
the essential nature of the economic dis- 
turbance in the world. The intensity of 
unemployment has always heen, as it is 
now, in the exporting industries. Unem- 
ployment has the same character to-day 
as it had when the Unionist Government 
was in office. What has essentially 
changed is the Labour Government's 
opinion of the problem. In office they 
disclaim the responsibility which in 
Opposition they attributed to their 
predecessors. 


GOVERNMENT AND 
UNEMPLOYED. 


— 


It was suggested in some quarters yes- 
terday morning that the Prime Minister 
had taken over the chairmanship of the 
Cabinet Committee on Unemployment as 
a sequel to the resignation of Sir Oswald 
Mosley and the meeting of the Parlia- 
mentary Labour Party last week, says 
The Times to-day. That, however, is not 
the case. All that Mr. Macdonald has 
agreed to do is to meet the Ministers 
‘responsible for dealing with the question 
of unemployment, and to go through the 
whole position with them, in order to 
satisfy himself that the matter is being 
tackled in the most thorough and energetic 
way possible. 

He took this step soon after his return 
to London yesterday, and it is expected 
that he will state the result of his investi- 
gation during the debate to-day on the 
motion to reduce the salary of the Lord 
Privy Seal. In the circumstances, it is 
not anticipated that the Prime Minister 
will have any important new declaration 
to make, though he may develop the point 
about co-operation between the political 
parties which he made in his speech in 
the Seaham Division on Monday night. 


LORD DAVIDSON’S 
TOLERANCE. 


TRIBUTES IN THE HOUSE 
OF LORDS.

In the House of Lords yesterday, Lord 
Parmoor, Leader of the House, referred to 
the loss which the country had sustained by 
the death of Archbishop Lord Davidson. He 
paid a tribute to Lord Davidson's far-seeing 
guidance, particularly as it was directed 
towards a spirit of conciliation. ‘‘In my 
opinion,” he added, ‘‘I think that to the 
laity of the Anglican Church the late Arch- 
bishop was ead will remain, an example of 
a great Archbishop—perhaps the greatest of 
modern times, ‘atl chiefly, perhaps, because 
he was endowed with a wise and far-seeing 
spirit, prudential and tolerant from its sense 
of sympathetic understanding, but rightly 
and strongly tenacious—this is. not always 
appreciated—on matters which appeared to 
him to be fundamental matters of Christian 
principle.”’ 

From the Opposition Front Bench the 
Marquess of Salisbury said that the impres- 
sion left upon his mind was that Lord 
Davidson was a man who was almost wholly 
selfless in his attitude towards public affairs. 
There did not appear to be any thought at 
all except for the public good; there was no 
bitterness; everything was for peace. 

“His greatest title to the memory an 
affection of us all,” said the Marquess, ' was 
his efforts for conciliation—conciliation among 
Churchmen, among Christians, among his own 
countrymen, to whatever faith they belonged.”’ 

The Archbishop of Canterbury added his 
tribute to the memory of his predecessor. He 
spoke of Lord Davidson’s devotion for the 
House of Lords, and said that it was to him 
not only a place of responsibility, but also of 
real recreation; it was a stimulus to him. 
“-Perhaps,” he added, “nothing gave him 
greater consolation in what was to him the 
great trial of his retirement than the fact 
that by His Majesy’s gracious kindness he 
was permitted to the “4 of his hfe to remain 
a vaember oí this House.” 

The Archbishop recalled that. Lord David- 
son was not a ready speaker in debate. Yet, 
listening to him, they could not but be im- 
pressed by his transparent honesty and 
integrity. 

‘His only desire,” he went on, “was to 
speak trathfully what was in his mind, and 
ta reach himself, and help others to reach, a 
right judgment in all that concerned the 
public weal. ‘“‘ I have never known a man in 
whom there was combined a more exalted 
sense of the responsibility of his office and 
a more humble sense of himself.’ 

Earl Beauchamp, the Liberal leader, also 
paid a tribute to Lord Davidson’s profound 
modesty and humility. ‘“‘ There was nobody 
less assuming than he,” he added, “‘ or more 
ready to learn from those whom he met,”

body is borne towards Canterbury on Thaurs-

LOCAL BODIES. 


NEW COMMERCIAL 
MOTOR DUTIES. 


In the Northern House of Commons 
yesterday the Minister of Finance (Right 
Hon. H. M. Pollock) presented his ninth 
annual Budget statement. 

He referred to the growing cost of the 
social services, which are maintained in 
Northern Ireland upon the same scale as 
in Great Britain, and for the coming year 
will cost over four millions sterling. 

The imperial contribution from Northern 
Ireland last year was £874,000, subject 
to adjustment by the Joint Exchequer 
Board. The contribution for the coming 
year is reduced to £150,000. When the 
Northern Parliament was established the 
contribution was fixed provisionally at 
£8,000,000 per annum. 

A feature of last year’s revenue was the 
decline in spirit duty. 

OVER A MILLION FOR DE-RATING. 
The cost of de-rating in Northern 
Ireland in the coming year will be 
£1,112,000. Grants to local authorities 
now amount to £1,400,000. 

Although the standard rate of income 
tax is ls. 6d. less in the Free State, Mr. 
Pollock contended that, with the allow- 
ances on earned income, the middle-class 
population in Northern Ireland have the 
advantage, notwithstanding the increase 
of 6d. in the £ in income tax. The higher 
income tax would produce in Northern 
Ireland an extra £225,000 this year. 

Beer duty and estate duty will be in- 
creased on the same basis as imposed in 
Mr. Snowden’s Budget. 

COMMERCIAL MOTOR DUTIES. 
Mr. Pollock outlined certain changes in 
commercial motor duties of advantage. to 
small van-owners. Drivers’ licences are 
to be increased from 5s. to 10s. The tax 
upon taxi-cabs is to be reduced from £12 
to £10. The scale for motor cycles is also 
varied. The changes would augment the 
Road Fund by £43,000. 

A surplus of £5,000 was estimated at 
the end of the year. 

Mr. Pollock issued a grave warning to 
local authorities that, as the financial 
position of the State had reached the 
verge of danger, they must rely upon their 
own resources for any further expendi- 
ture. 


SOCIAL SERVICES.

A GROWING COST, 

Speaking of the growing cost of social 
services, Mr. Pollock said:—‘‘ Whether 
the result of our labours will be found to 
be commensurate with the expenditure cf 
money and effort involved, time alone will 
show, but we can at any rate claim thas 
the standards of our physical, social and 
educational life have been raised far be- 
yond anything to which previous genera- 
tions were accustomed. 

“The workman has not only secured 
free education for his children, but he is 
also insured against ill-health, unemploy- 
ment, accidents, old age, blindness, and, 
in addition, provision is made for hfs 
widow and orphans. It can be definitely 
affirmed that no comparable advantages 
are found in any country in the world,”’ 

INCREASES AND DECREASES. 

The Minister further stated that the ol@ 
debt of the Unemployment Insurance 
Fund, which amounted to £5,424,000, had 
been reduced by £100,000. 

The total expenditure of last year 
amounted to £11,109,000, against a 
Budget estimate of £10,712,000. 

Last year’s transferred taxes for the 
imposition and collection of which the 
Parliament was responsible yielded 
£1,534,000, against an estimate of 
£1,445.000, an increase of £89,000 over the 
estimate. 

Motor duties accounted for the increase 
to a small extent, they yielding £467,000 
against £440,000 estimated. 

Stamp duties fell £50,000 below esti- 
mate, 

Death duties were £104,000 in excess of 
the estimate of £600,000. 

Entertainment duty. 
£65,000. 

On the reserved tax side, Customs and 

Excise amount to £3,970,000, or £100,000 
over estimate. 
Intoxicating liquors yielded what was 
estimated. Oils failed by £23,000 to reach 
the estimate of £280,000, while tobacco 
exceeded the estimated revenue by 
£130,000. 

In 1923 spirits producea £1,611,000. 
Last year the figure was £1,084,000. 

‘‘T would commend these figures’ to 
ardent temperance advocates, and suggest 
that some approach to accuracy in their 
statistics would be desirable,’’ 
Minister of Finance, 

In all the reserved taxes 3 ielded 
£7.035.000, and together with the trans- 
ferred taxes, provided a total tax revenue 
of £8,569, 000. 

THE SUPPLY SERVICES. 

The estimated requirements of tho 
Government for ordinary Supply services 
were proved by the experience of the year 
he said. to. have been, on the whole, 
accurate. The chief discrepancy occurs in 
the estimates for the Ministry of: Labour, 
where the actual requirements proved to 
be almost £200,000 below the total antict- 
pated. The explanation of this is to be 
found in the working of the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Fund (Equalisation) 
Agreement with Great Britain. Under 
that agreement the condition of our Un- 
employment Fund is to be kept in parity 
with the British Fund by grants from our 
Exchequer, proportion of which 1s ulti- 
mately borne by the British Exchequer. 
Accordingly, hon. members will see that, 
if unemployment in Great Britain is very 
light while it may, perhaps, be heavy here, 
the sum required to equalise the two funds 
will be correspondingly great. 

The estimates were based on the assump- 
tion that during the year unemployment 
in Northern Ireland would be much

PLEASANT MEMORIES. 


Members of the Belfast Harbour Board 
who recently visited Cork, on the invitation 
of the Cork Harbour Commissioners, are 
delighted with the welcome that they re- 
ceived, and are much impressed with the 
many signs of prosperity which they observed 
in Cork, and «also the potentialities of its 
wonderful waterway. 

When I interviewed members of the 
delegation, says our Belfast Correspondent, 
at the conclusion of a meeting of the Finance 
Committee in the Harbour Office, I found 
them all loud in their praise of the great 
hospitality and the geniality of the Cork 
people whom they met during their visit. 

CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT. 

In a statement made to me in the presence 
-of a number of other members of the deputa- 
tion, the Chairman. Mr. R. E. Herdman, D.L.., 
said:—Lamsureit would be the wish of all 
thosewho were there to express our appreciation 
of the great welcome which we received at 
Cork. We were almost overcome by the 
very hearty welcome we received, and also 
by the very friendly spirit which was ex- 
hibited by everyone with whom we came in 
contact during our visit. When our train 
arrived at Mallo w we were met by the Chair- 
man of the Cork Harbour Commissioners, 
Mr. Richard Wallace; the Lord Mayor of 
Cork, Mr. Sean French, and other members 
of the Harbour Boerd, who travelled up to 
Mallow to welcome us and conduct the party 
to Cork. 

After an informal reception at the Harbour 
Office, we went down on a steamer to visit 
one or two points on the River Lee, and also 
we visited Queenstown. All of the members 
of the deputation were delighted and much 
impressed with the beautiful scenery of theo 
harbour for its entire length. In passing we 
had an opportunity of seeing the important 
reclamation works which are taking place 
at the harbour, i " 

THE FORD WORKS. 

Continuing, the Chairman said that thev 
had an opportunity of seeing the wondarful 
works established by Mr. Ford, where the 
celebrated Fordson tractors were manufac- 
tured for all parts of the world, together 
with castings and other parts of Ford cars 
for the British and other markets. 

lf other men of Irish birth were prompted 
to keep the land of their forefathers, it would 
do more than anything else to bring back 
prosperity to this country, said Mr. Herd- 
man. 

In the evening, proceeded the Chairman, 
we attended a banquet attended by over 180 
guests, and it was a great pleasure to us to 
meet the leading citizens of Cork, members 
of the Navy, and the Irish Free State Army, 
together with members of other harbour 
atithorities. This function was really excel- 
lent, and was greatly enjoyed by all who had 
the privilege of being present. 

BEAUTIFUL SCENERY. 

On the following day the delegates were taken 
by motor cars to the Lakes of Killarney and 
other beauty spots in the vicinity, including 
Glengarriff and Parknasilla. Some members 
of the delegation had visited the district 
before, and wert acquainted with the ex 
quisite charms, but those who were visiting 
it for the first time were surprised and de- 
lighted with the gorgeous scenery through 
which they passed, and I may add we tad 
beautiful weather and brilliant sunshine 
during the visit, so that we saw the whole 
district at its best. 

Cork and the vicinity have two great 
natural advantages—its wonderful harbour 
and its unsurpassed scenery, and we are 
glad to see that the people of Cork, with 
the co-operation of the Irish Tourist Associa- 
tion, intend to make the most of both these 
advantages. 

PLEASANT MEMORIES. 

We have the pleasantest memories of the 
trip and the generous treatment and 
hospitality which we received everywhere 
during our visit. As a board interested 
only in the development of trade and com- 
merce, and not concerned in political matters, 
1 am of the opinion that a visit such as 
we have just paid to Cork, and the oppor- 
tunity which it afforded us of meeting those 
engaged in similar work as our own harbour 
authorityy will do much to develop trade 
and commerce, to the mutual advantage of 
North and South, The Belfast Harbour 
Board, at its next meeting, will take the 
opportunity of expressing our thanks and 
deep appreciation of all that was done for 
our pleasure aud comfort by the Cork 
Harbour Commissioners during our visit. 

Sir Robert Baird, Sir Frederick Cleaver, 
Mr, Mitchell and other members of the 
board joined in expressing their apprecia- 
tion of the kindness and hospitality shown 
to the delegation during their trip. They 
also referred to the great future which they 
believed lay before Ireland, both North and 
South, in development of the tourist traffic. 


THE TOURIST TRAFFIC. 

It is to the interest of both parts of 
lveland, said the chairman, to encourage 
visitors to our country. When they come 
North and have seen all we can show 
them, we are delighted to pass them 
on to the South, and we are always 
giad to have visitors, who have 
seen the beauties of the South, inspect the 
many attractions we can offer them in the 
North. There are many excellent hotels in 
Cork, and at Killarney, Parknasilla and other 
places in the South, and we were glad to 
see that there is a movement in the South, 
as there is in the North, to improve the 
hotel accommodation and facilities generally 
for visitors. Ineland ought to attract as many 
visitors as Scotland, and I believe that when 
we have a chain of hotels, as they have in 
Scotland, opening up to visitors, and particu- 
larly motoring visitors, the more remote dis- 
tricts, this will be possible. 

Mr. Mitchell and other members of the 
Board urged that easier and quicker facilities 
should be afforded on both sides of the 
border for bona fide tourists visiting Ireland 
with motor cars, and who desired to see the 
whole country, They held that the present 
arrangements were too cumbersome, and 
caused too much delay.

When | matters quietened, the speaker 
asked: “How was it that this was the 
only country among civilised white races 
that was cursed by declining population? 
Was it any wonder the country was not 
prosperous, where £350,000 a year was being 
paid in hard cash to captains, colonels and 
majors, many of whom never heard a shot 
fired. 

A Voice—‘* Up,

INTERRUPTIONS. 

Mr. Geoghegan, on coming forward to 
speak, was immediately interrupted by a man 
near the platform, who said:—Before you 
speak here, will you withdraw your statement 
that Mr. Shaw is a “liar and a hypocrite!” 
This was followed by an exciting incident. 
Voices could be heard shouting “Un; 
Shaw,” and ‘Answer that'; “Up, de

when a voice shouted: “ You are a turncoat, 

The speaker continued to address jocular 
remarks to the chief interrupters, and excite- 
ment and interruptions continued for a con- 
siderable time. 

Eventually Mr. Geoghegan said that he 
came there to fight corruption, and he placed 
the attack on bogus Army pensions in the 
forefront of his campaign. :

In order that as many people as possible 
may be afforiled an. opportunity of viewing 
the second Igish International . Grand. Prix 
Motor Races.,jn the .Phanix Park, Dublin, 
on July 36th \and 19th next, the Committee 
of the Royal\(Irish .Automobile Club nas 
decided that. jhe races shall start wach dav 
at 2.30 p.m., istead of at 1.30, as last year. 
The. races, - therefore, will “not: finish . anti 
about 7 o’clockyin the evening. ' 

This alteratión should be of considerable 
convenience to those persons who find thear- 
selves unable ‘to leave their offices or business 
premises as eh as 1 o’clock—they will be 
enabled to see the raca at its height during 
the late afterngon of each day, and the 
Committe hope that business houses: and 
offices will .accerdingly grant facilities to 
their employés ta view the events. 

In a statement issued yesterday the Com- 
mittee state that: in connection with the 
organisation of the race, it has been possible 
to effect. several alterations which should 
make the event more attractive, and which, 
it is heped, will he of great convenience to 
the public who attend it. i 

The grand stand, enclosure and pit en- 
closure will. it is stated, be in the same 
position as last year, but the grand stand 
will only accommodste 2,000 persons instead 
of 35,000. By curtailing the width of the 
grand stand enclosure, however, a broad 
passage-way has been left, through which the 
public will be free to pass unrestricted from 
one end of the straight, at the Gough 
corner, to the other, at Mountjoy corner. 
By curtailing the lengih oí the grand stand 
and pit enclosure by about twenty yards, the 
subway under the road, which last year was 
included in the enclesure, is now outside it 
and free to the public.” The subway will be 
open to the public at all times during the 
race, and will enable speciators to pass from 
the outside of the course to the inside, and 
vice versa. : 

Additional enclosures ave being provided 
near the Gough corner and at Mountjoy 
corner, and each of these’ will have a raised, 
inclined platform, upon which spectators may 
stand in order to view the cars as they come 
round the corners. At both these enclosures, 
as. well as at the grand stand, there 
will be a separate loud speaker equip- 
ment; these information stations will be 
kept informed of the progress of the race by 
telephone from the central information 
bureau, and will. give the information to the 
public. 
scoring boards’ showing the leaders from time 
to time. Another innovation is that of a 
combined ticket, which will admit to the 
Gough enclosure, grand stand enclosure, and 
Mountjoy enclosure, and whith will also in- 
clude entrance to the Park, 

A re-arrangement of the fencing allows a 
larger frontage to the general public. For 
the purpose of viewing the cars rounding 
Gough and Mountjoy corners. The general 
arrangements in regard to traffic, etc., will 
be the same as last year.

The reason for the importation of German 
oats, the Jrish Times has ascertained, is that 
they are cheaper than the Irish oats, even 
though the Irish oats now are selling at 
prices below pre-war figures. The com- 
parative. figures of the market prices of 
German and Irish oats in the Dublin market 
are lls. 6d. per barrel for German white 
oats of first quality, and 14s. for Irish white 
oats of the same quality. 

It is further learned that the reason why 
the German oats, despite the cost of 
freightage, can be sold cheaper thap the very 
low-priced Irish oats, is that they are sub- 
sidised: by the German Government to the 
extent of 8s. per barrel. 

The Jrish Times also understands 
there is a surplus of home-grown oats.
